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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicants' After-Final Amendment raises new issues requiring further search and/or consideration. At a minimum, Applicants' arguments 
for support of the limitation "on a connection by connection basis" requires further consideration for claims 14 and 56 under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, 1 st H. Moreover, Applicants' amendment to accept an unintentionally delayed claim for priority raises new issues requiring further 
search and/or consideration. Specifically, even assuming Applicants' petition for unintentionally delayed claim for priority is proper, a new 
search and/or further consideration is required for the features of mel-frequency cepstral coefficients and an identifying grammar, which 
Applicants have necessitated by their After-Final Amendment to the Specification. Finally, Applicants have amended claims 1 5 and 57 to 
redraft them as independent claims, while no indication was made of their allowability. It is maintained that an Advisory Action is 
appropriate in accordance with MPEP §714.13 because entry is not a matter of right for an Amendment After Final, and more than a 
cursory review is required to conclude the claims are allowable following amendment. 
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
